Letters Are First Opened. 

If it is a glass of beer or a cigar it is passed 
in without further scrutiny, but if it be a let- 
ter or a newspaper a searching investigation 
takes place. Bailiff Newland and another 
open the letter. Judge Tuthill authorizes 
them to use their discretion as to handing the 
letter to the juror then and there if they are 
satisfied it contains nothing contraband; but 
in cases of doubt they are instructed to refer 
it to the Judge himself before delivering it. 

The act of shaving the jury is a solemn and 
impressive ceremony. A lone barber is ad- 
mitted to the room provided with the neces- 
sary implements and materials. A vow of 
silence as rigid as that of the monks of La 
Trappe must be taken by the votary of the 
loquacious art before the person is per- 
mitted to come within sight or hearing of 
a juror. When the juror enters be 
is accompanied by two bailiffs charged to see 
that no strange or unnecessary word is 
spoken and that no occult meaning shall be 
conveyed by mystic sign or gesture or by 
touch of telepathic hands. While the victim 
sits in the chair of silence eleven expectant 
victims wait in the room adjoining in custody 
of the third bailiff, 

There is ot course no restriction as to the 
subject of conversation among the fated 
twelve, but as they are likely to hear before 
long all that they are likely to wish to hear, 
and a great deal more, about the Cronin case, 
it is understood this subject is tacit- 
ly avoided. As to newspapers, they 
free to read all they like 
about every subject touched upon except the 
Cronin case. Every reference, direct or in- 
direct, to this matter is cut out. Nota line is 
suffered to escape excision. 

Yesterday six of the jury took an ovting, as 
is customary. They walked northward to 
Lincoln Park in charge of one of the bailiffs. 
The twelve would have gone but foran an- 
noying accident which befell Bailiff Newland 
while out with a party Saturday, crippling 
him for a fewdays. While out with a party 
he inadvertently stepped into the chasm left 
in a footpath by a missing plank 
and injured his right leg severely. 
As this is a much more serious injury thau it 
looks Mr. Newland is compelled to keep 
within doors for a few days, and his confine- 
ment necessarily restricts the freedom of 
action of the jury. Meanwhile the health of 
the jurors is excellent and their spirits as 
bright as it would be reasonable to expect 
under such circumstances. 

Yesterday the wivesand some other rela- 
tives of several of the jurors called at the 
Revere House to inquire for them. They re- 
ceived all the information that could be con- 
veyed by the bailiffs, but not one visitor was 


permitted to speak to or see a juror. 


Kickham Scanlan's Address. 

Kickham Scanlan, who has been called to 
the assistance of the State’s-Attorney, will 
open the case against Coughlin. His openmg 
address will be a long and elaborate state- 
ment, in the course of which he will outline 
the history of the conspiracy against Cronin 
from its inception after the deveiopment 
of two hostile factions within the 
Clan-na-Gael, down to its culmination 
in the tragedy of the Carlson cottage. He 
will indicate the general plan by which the 
counsel for the prosecution intend to prove 
by evidence, both direct and circumstantial, 
that such a conspiracy existed, that Daniel 
Coughlin was an active member of it, that it 
ultimately accomplished its purpose, and that 
Coughlin was a participant and a principal in 

ost seeret details of final butehery 
the disposal of the body of the victim. 

In the first place the cause of the rupture in 
the Clan-na-Gael will be recited; the spolia- 
tion of-the trust funds of the society by the 
men charged with their safe keeping; the de- 
nunciation of these men both for their finan- 
cial dishonesty and for their wanton and trai- 
torous abandonment of men whom they 
had induced to undertake unlawful 
and hazardous expeditions; the means 
adopted by the accused executive to shelter 
themselves from attack; and the character of 
the faction that rallied to them. It will be 
shown that Coughlin was a member of the 
accused trianglers’ faction, and that his rela- 
tion to itschiefs wasclose. His hopes of 
profiting politically by their triumph over 
their accusers and his vehement hatred of 
those accusers, the chief of whom in the City 
of Chicago was Dr. P. H. Cronin, will be told. 

The events following the rupture will come 
next in order. It will be narrated that the 
faction of the anti-trianglers made fast 
growth and that at last the remnant of the 
trianglers were forced to consent to a reunion 
under strict conditions imposed by their op- 
ponents. These conditions involved what is 
called the union convention“ of the two sec- 
tions, before which the three accused mem- 
bers of the triangle executive were to be tried. 
The appointment of the Trial committee, the 
selection of Cronin as a member of it, and its 

abortive issue in a majority and a minority 
report will be told. After that the period of 
conspiracy proper commences, all before hav- 
ing been open hostility. 
The Minority Report. 

It will be shown that Cronin, by signing the 
minority report and declaring his determina- 
tion to present it at the next convention, in- 
curred the deadly resentment of the trianglers, 
who feared the case against them, perfect in 
every detail through the fact that Cronin and 
his colleagues who sided with him were both 
expert stenographers and had incorporated 
every tittle of evidence, would prove con- 
vineing even to their own fanatical followers. 
It will be maintained by the State this fear of 
what would amount to political annihilation 
moved the trianglers to the desperate resolve to 
suppress the incriminating report by any and 
ali means, including the murder of Cronin 
and those most capable of rendering him ef- 
fective assistance. The various plots which 
followed will be detailed, as well as the cam- 
paign of calumny carried on both within and 
without .the Clan-na-Gael coincidently. In 
the latter connection Coughlin’s part in using 
the name of Le Caron, the British spy, in 
connection with the slanders on Cronin will 
be detailed, and it will also be shown that 
Coughlin was at that time perfectly well 
aware that Le Caron had always been an ene- 
my of Cronin as well as an intimate friend of 
Cronin’s most malignant enemy. 

The part which members of the notorious 
Camp 20, in association with members of 
other camps, played in planning the murder 
will come next. The contract with the ice- 
man, Patrick O'Sullivan, the connection of 
Coughlin with O’Sullivan and others, the cir- 
cumstances of the hiring of the white horse, 
and the disappearance of the doctor will 
come next. It is not likely that the 
opening statement will be specific 
with respect to all the evidence 
concerning Coughlin’s direct part in the clor- 
ing scenes ofthe tragedy. The general his- 
tory of the case, the exposition of motives, 
and the after plot to cover up the crime are 
all that Mr. Seanlan is likely to touch upon 
today. That the evidence with which these 
accusations will be supported will be direct 
and strong no one who has noted recent dis- 
closures will doubt, but the publication of the 
details of all such evidence will necessarily be 
reserved till the latest possible moment by the 
prosecution.

WOULD KILL HERSELF 


LILLY GARDNER'S THREAT IN A LET. 
TER TO HERMAN BOYER. 


The Young Man Arrested for Larceny and 
Locked Up, Se He Can't Go to Save 
Her if He Would-Says He Is Tired of 
Her, Anyway- John Lee, a Celestial; the 
Victim of a New Thing in the Art of 
Robbery@= Miscellaneous Items Concern- 
ing Criminals, 

Herman Boyer slept in the County Jail last 
night with a pathetic note from Lilly Gard- 
ner, No, 305 Ward street, in his coat pocket. 
The note announced that, if Herman did not 
call upon Lilly last‘night she would kill her- 
self. The letter, in part, was as follows: 

My Dearest Herman: I write you to say that 

this is the last time I shall ever trouble you. You 
have broken my heart and now we will part. 

Herman, I cannot live, now you have deserted 

me. We must go our ways; you toa life of hap- 

piness and I to one of sorrow. If I do not hear 
from you, or you do not come to see me by Sun- 
day night, I shall be dead. I am in ear- 

nest in all I say, and you will flad it 8. 

I send this letter with love and many tears. 

LILLY GARDNER, No. 305 Ward street. 

Boyer. who is the son of fairly well-to-do 
people, was arrested by Officer Haach of the 
Hinman Street Police Station while entering 
a pawnshop at No. 227 Halsted street witha 
bundle of clothes on his arm. When ques- 
tioned he could not give satisfactory answers 

d was taken to the station. When he was 

arched the letter was found in his pocket. 

Questioned regarding the girl he declined to 

say anything except he was tired of her and 

what she did was none of his business. 

The deed charged against the boy, for he is 
only 17 years old, wasa larceny committed 
at No. 1851, Frederick street. Saturday he 
called at that number to inquire for rooms. 
The maid who answered the bell took him to the 
rooms which were for rent. During this short 
time he chatted pleasantly with the girl, and 
as she went to another part of the house to do 
her work he followed and stood talking with 
her. Shortly before she finished her duties 
he left the room and she, thinking he had 
gone out, paid no more attention to the mat- 
ter, The next that was heard of him by the 
occupants of No. 1851 was when William 
J. Blake, an insurance man at No. 720 
Woman’s Temple, who lives at the house, 
came home that evening and informed the 
landlady his room had been entered, his 
clothes stolen, the thief captured, and the 
clothes recovered, 

How Boyer succeeded in getting out of the 
house with the clothes and taking them to the 
West Side without being seen by the people in 

the house or being stopped on the street by 
the police cannot be explained. 

When Boyer’s arrest became known in po- 
lice circles there were demauds for him from 
several quarters. Inspector Shea’s men held 
several warrants for a man answering 
his description. Inspector Schaack also was 
anxious to get the young man. Boyer was 
taken to the City Hall, where he was identified 
by several persons as the fellow who entered 
their houses. He was taken before Justice 
Dooley and bound over to the grand jury in 
the sum of $1,200. This morning he will 
again be brought into court on the other 
charges the police have against him. 

Until last night, it appears, Boyer’s family 

were in total ignorance of his whereabouts. 
His uncle, C. H. Schouel, who lives at No. 
285 La Salle avenue, and who has taken a 
fo him his fathex's death, 
said he had not seen him in two weeks 
and had no idea where he was. He said 
the boy was inclined to be wild and objected 
to restraint. For the last year he has not 
lived at home and would only goand see his 
family when he was hard pressed for money. 
Two weeks ago he called at his uncle’s house 
and was fitted out with a new suit of clothes. 
He said he had just gota job with a cigar 
dealer and wanted to present a respectable 
appearance. The news that he was in jail was 
a great shock to his family, who did not sus- 
pect him of anything more than d boyish 
wildness. 


TWO CHILDREN OUTWIT BURGLARS,. 


William Bergmeyer’s Little Daughters Too 
Much for Two Negroes. 

The plans of two burglars to go through the 
residence of William Bergmeyer, No. 700 
North Hoyne avenue, last night, was frus- 
trated by the presence of mind of two of Mr. 
Bergmeyer’s children, who were at home 
alone. The men had evidently been watching 
the house during the evening and had 
made careful preparations for their raid. 
Shorily after 7 o’clock Mr. and 
Mrs. Bergmeyer left to attend church. 
They left their daughters, aged 6 and 10 
years, totake care of the house, The chil- 
dren soon after heard some one at the front 
door. Going into the hallway they were startled 
to see two burly negroes entering. The sight 
of the men frightened them and they ran up- 
stairs and going into a front room locked the 
door after them. The children were 
too anxious about their own safety to 
think of anything for a few minutes, 
but finally the elder one recovering her pres- 
ence of mind raised a window and screamed 
for help. Sergt. Durell and a watchman came 
running up and learned what was the trouble. 
They told the girls tu keep quiet. They went to 
the rear of the house and raised a window. 
Sergt. Durell entered the house while the 
watchman remained outside to guard the 
door. The two negroes had been alarmed by the 
noise, and with two bags full of plunder were 
going out of the front door as the Sergeant 
entered the house. One of the men escaped, 
and there was a hand-to-hand struggle be- 
tween the watchman and the other one. The 
negro was finally overpowered and taken to 
the West North Avenue Station. He gave the 
name of William Husington. On his person 
were found a valuable gold watch and a num- 
ber of pawn-tickets.

FALLS INTO A GRAVE AND IS KILLED. 


Walter W. Fish Meets a Strange Death at 
His Stepdaughter’s Funeral. 

Rocuester, Pa., Nov. 26.—There was a 
singular occurrence at the funeral of Mrs. 
William Shell in the Beaver Cemetery today. 
The grave was dug by Walter W. Fish, step- 
father of the deceased. The grave was dug 
yesterduy. It was necessary, however, for 
Fish to go to it today in advance of the fu- 
neral to set the rough box in posi- 
tion. Just as the funeral procession 
arrived at the cemetery James Brotherton 
curiously looked into the grave and saw Mr. 
Fish tying in the rough box. Upon an inves- 
tigation it was discovered Fish was dead. 
Undertaker Reno, who was on the hearse, was 
notified and kept the mourners in the car- 
riages and in ignorance of what had occurred. 
Aided by the pallbearers Fish’s remains were 
removed from the grave and taken away. The 
funeral then proceeded without the wife or 
family knowing the father’s fate. Upon their 
return home they were apprised of the facts.

UNDER A SABLE CAR. 


EX-SHERIFF FRANOIS AGNEW RE. 


CEIVES SERIOUS INJURIES. 


He Is Taken from Under the Footboard of 
a Cable Car- Story of the Gripman to 
the Effect That Mr. Agnew Was Lying 
on the Track, and May Have Been 
Struck by Some Other Car- An Iuvesti- 
gation to Be Made- His Career Since 
Coming to Chicago. 

Francis Agnew, ex-Sheriff and a member of 
the firm of Agnew & Co., the contractors who 
built the Manufactures. Building, lies at his 
home in a precarious condition, suffering 
from injuries presumably received in a grip- 
car accident at 8:15 o’clock last night. At 
midnight Mr. Agnew was still unconscious. 
On the left side of his skull is a Jeep gash six 
inches long, and both arms and hands are 
badly bruised. He may also be suffering 
from internal injuries, but last night Dr. Me- 
Dowell, the attending physician, was unable 
to give the extent of the injuries. Mr. 
Agnew is 55 years old, and owing to his age 
and the fact that he is of heavy build his 
injuries may result fatally. 

As to the manner in which he received his 
injuries there is only indefinite information. 
Shortly. after 8 o’clock grip car No. 775, 
south bound, came down Clark street. The 
car was in charge of Charles Peterson, grip- 
man, and Charles Pierce, conductor. 

According to the story told by Gripman 
Peterson to the police he noticed a dark ob- 
ject lying between the tracks just south of the 
intersection of Garfield avenue and Clark 
street. He says he threw the lever and 
brought the car to a sudden stop. With Con- 
ductor Pierce he went to the front end of the 
train and the two men pulled Mr. Agnew 
from underneath the footboard. 

Unconscious When Found. 

Mr. Agnew was unconscious and blood was 
flowing freely from alarge scalp wound and 
bruises on his hands. The unconscious man 
was carried to the Relic House, which stands 
at the intersection of North Clark street and 
North Park avenue. A messenger was dis- 
patched to Dr. McDowell at No. 437 Center 
street. For more than an hour the physician 
was kept busy in dressing the wounds and in 
efforts to revive the injured man, but without 
avail. ‘The East Chicago avenue ambulance 
was called and shortly after 9 o’clock Mr. 
Agnew was taken to his residence 
c 292 East Huron street. 
The police are inclined to doubt the grip- 
man's story and today will investigate the 
ease. If Peterson's account is correct it 
must be assumed that Mr. Agnew had been 
injured by some cable train and had fallen 
between the tracks. He was not discovered 
until grip car No. 775 came along. 

Mr. Agnew returned Friday evenmg from 
Lemont, where he had been looking after the 
interests of his firm in connection with the 
drainage canal. Yesterday he spent the day 
with hid family. At 5 o’clock in after- 
noon he left the house to pay a Visit to a 
friend in the northern portion of the city. 
At the time he was injured he was probably 
on his way home. 


When the ambulance carrying the injured 


man arrived in front of the house all of the 


members of the family were shocked, es- 


pecially Mrs. Agnew, who had bid her hus- 
band good-by only a few hours before. Then 
he was in perfect health and active. He was 


few minutes later and 


with Dr. W. A. D. Montgomery wiade a more 
detailed examination of the man’s injuries. 

The cut on the back of his head appeared to 
have been made by a piece of metal. It was 
large and deep, but the skull was not fract- 
ured. It had bied freely, and Mr. Agnew was 
weak. In addition to the cut on his head his 
body showed many bruises: His clothing was 
torn, and in some places the skin on his body 
had been broken. 

Injuries May Be Fatal. 

The physicians said last night that they 
would not be able to say definitely until today 
as to whether or not Mr. Agnew could re- 
cover. His injuries were of a serious nature, 
they said. 

At midnight the physicians left the house 
and Mrs. Agrew took up the watch at the 
bedside of her husband. 

Francis Agnew was born in Dundee, Scot- 
land, fifty-five years ago. He came to this 
country with his parents when 4 yéars old 
and has lived in Chicago ever since. In 
1865 he entered the business of contracting, 
in which he was successful. He was elected 
Sheriff of Cook County in 1874 and served 
in that capacity two years. Mr. Agnew has 
seven children. There are two daughters, 
both married. One is Mrs. E. J. Darragh, 
who lives in St. Paul, and the other is Mrs. 
Charles P. Munohan of this city. The sons 
all live in Chicago. The eldest of them is 
John, 32 years old, and the youngest, Ed- 
ward W., aged 18. The others are Frank Ag- 
new, M. J. Aguew, attorney, and Thomas E. 
Agnew. 

Mr. Agnew was the first President of the 
Firemen’s Benevolent Association. He was 
elected to that office Sept. 12, 1863, and 
continued in that capacity until 1871. 
He is at the head of the firm of Agnew & Co., 
builders and contractors, whose offices are 
in the Title and Trust Building, No. 100 
Washington street. The firm is composed of 
Mr. Agnew, his son John P., and Ald. John 
MeGillen. Among the notable contracts 
which the firm has undertaken are the Manu- 
factures Building at the World’s Fair and five 
miles of the Drainage Canal, the latter con- 
tract amounting to more than $8,500,000.

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NO TRUTH IN RUMORED STEEL TRUST. 


Secretary of the Carnegie Company Denies 
It Is Contemplated. 

Pirrssure, Pa., Nov. 26.—“ The report is 
so full of absurd ie that it is scarce- 
ly worthy of any consideration whatever,“ 
said Secretary F. T. F. Lovejoy of the Car- 
negie Steel company, limited, after having 
looked over a long story to the effect that the 
most gigantic trust ever organized has been 
formed to control the steel rail, structural 
iron, and armor plate output of the United 
States; that immense works were to be es- 
tablished at Ashtabula, O.. and all unneces- 
sary establishments closed. The parties 
forming this combine were said to be the 
Rockefellers, the Carnegie Steel company, 
the Illinois Steel company, the Cambria Iron 
company, the Lackawanna Steel company, 
the Bethlehem Steel company, the Maryland 
Steel company, and the Pennsylvanta Steel 
company, firms representing 98 per cent of 
the entire steel rail, structural iron, and armor 
plate output of this country. 

It takes but a moment,“ said Mr. Love- 
joy, to point out some of the absurdities. 
During the last year the Carnegie Steel -com- 
pany has expended about 51, 500.000 in im- 
provements and additions to its Homestead

FIRE TO THE SOLES OF THEIR FEET. 


Daniel Thomas and His Wife Horribly 
Tortured by Three Robbers, 

Cotumsus, O., Nov. 26.—Three men as- 
saulted Daniel Thomas, a farmer and capital- 
ist, living a haif mile from this city, when he 
went to his barn early this morning, and 
binding him securely carried. him to the 
house, where Mrs. Thomas, the only other 
person on the farm, was also seized and 
bound. Searching the house, the robbers 
found no money and then demanded 
to know where $50,000 which they claimed 
to know was in the house was kept. 
Thomas told them the only money he had out 
of the bank was $25 in his pocketbook. ‘They 
insisted there was money in the house, and, 
removing his shoes, applied lighted matches 
to the soles of his feet. They tortured him 
this way for an hour and left, securing only 
the $25 and a gold watch, and leaving Thomas 
and his wife bound and with towels tied about 
their mouths so they could not give the alarm.

ASSISTANT CASHIER ANDERS WAS SHORT 


Fear of Exposure, It Is Said, Caused Him

Nuacara Faris, N. I., Nov. 25.—It was 
learned today that John F. Anders, assistant 
cashier of the Bank of Niagara, was a default- 
er in the sum of $630 on the bank when he 
died suddenly in the yard of his home in this 
city Nov. 20 and that his death was a suicide.

WOMAN AS A PENSION FORGER. 


Wheeled Into Court in an Invalid’s Chair 
to Be Tried. 

CI NAT, O., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—An 
unusual spectacle was presented in the United 
States Distriet Court- room in the Government 
Building here yesterday, An old woman 
stretched out on an in valid's chair directly in 
front of Judge Sage and a jury was being 
tried on an indictment for a penitentiary of- 
fense. She was Mrs. Minerva J. Roxafield of 
Springfield, O. She was indicted four years 
ago on the charge of forging two affidavits in 
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a pension claim of William Cook of Dayton, 
O. It is alleged she was a pension agent and 
that she forged the affidavits of Cook and his 
brother-in-law, W. Nolan of Shawnee, O. Her 
trial had been put off from year to year 
because she always claimed to be too ill to 
come into court. Every time the United 
States Marshal called at her house to bring 
her here for trial he found her in bed. A few 
weeks ago, however, word was received by the 
Marshal that she was seen walking around the 
streets at. Springfield, and she was at once 
brought to this city. She stili maintains she 
is ill and had to be brought into the court on 
an invalid’s chair. William Cook testified he 
had not signed the affidavit with his name on 
it, and that he had never taken his brother-in- 
law, William Nolan, to the house of the de- 
fendantin Springfield to make an affidavit. 
Special Examiner Bridges of the Pension Bu- 
reau testified the affidavits and notacy certifi- 
cates and signatures were in the handwriti 
of Mrs. Roxafield. The case will be continu 
tomorrow morning. 


BREWERS’ STRIKE AT ST, LOUIS, 


Several Saloons Forced to Close Because of 
Contracts with the Syndicate. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 26.—{Special.}— 


The strike of the beer drivers employed by 


the St. Louis Brewimg Association, otherwise 
known as.the syndicate, is still in vigorous 
operation arid has brought about a queer state 
ot affairs. The boycott on the syndicate beer 
by labor unions has been so determined that 
a number of saloons have been forced to 
close. The syndicate has an iron-clad agree- 
ment that prevents a saloonkeeper from buy- 
ing from any brewer but the one he com- 
menced business with. Owing to this the 
owners of several good business corners can- 
not rent their property, as no saloonkeeper 
will invest in a boycott. The sale of imported 
beer is limited to a few saloons and is only a 
drop in the ocean compared to the demand. 
The sales of the two non-syndicate breweries 
are enormously increased. The syndicate 
thought to make a master stroke by their 
policy, but instead have several suits for dam- 
ages to defend entered by owners of property 
where saloons have been boycotted out of 
business, 

The American Protective Association, which 
elected a majority of the School Directors at 
the last election, is beginning to show its 
hand. A janitor was to be appointed in one 
echool and an American Protective Associa- 
tion director called on the candidates to as- 
certain their religious beliefs. The Catholic 
was turned down. Now the American Pro- 
tective Association directors have employed a 
man to call on all principals and demand the 
religious belief of each teacher in his school.

M’OLELLAND INVESTIGATION SEEMS 
TO BE TOO RESTRIOTED. 


Ne New Licht Thrown On the Mystery at 
Centralia by the Coroner’s Jury In- 
quiries—All Efforts Seem Directed to 
Proving the Son John the Guilty Man 
Present Status of the Case—Desperate 
Battle with Thieves at Chesterton, 
Ind.-Mosher Contented in Prison. 

Cznrraxia, III., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—The 
interest in the McClelland pond mystery 
grows rather than diminishes with 
each sitting of the Coroner’s jury. In the five 
sittings of the jury, during which over seventy 
witnesses have been examined, the idea does 
not appear to have been to find out just who 
committed the murder, but to prove that 
John A. McClelland, the oldest son, has com- 
mitted a double murder. Noattempt is made 
to find that he ever had a friend that might also 
be guilty, and yet all know no one man could 
have accomplished the deed singie-handed ; for 
father and son disappeared the same night; 
both bodies found were entirely nude; both 
were buried under at least two feet of water; 
both staked down witha number of stakes 
sharpened for the purpose, and both bodies 
loaded down with three rocks that had to be 
carried at least 300 yards, and one of the 
rocks would weigh seventy-five pounds. 

Noattempt is made toshow why John should 
wish his father and brother removed, or that he 
had any motive that might call for such a re- 
venge. There was no life insurance policy, 
the farm was hopelessly mortgaged, there 
were four other children. No one knows of 
any occasion for a family war of violence on 
the date of the disappearance, which was the 
day of the funeral of Judge McClelland, the 
father of one and the grandfather of the other. 
The only facts are that two skeletons, one the 
remains of a man of about 60 years old, the 
other those of one about 20, are found in a 
—— used for watering stock on one of the 
— — and most public farms in this section, 

those skeletons appear to have been there 
long enough for all the flesh to disappear, but 
not long. enough fora piece of cloth found 
with one skeleton to rot. 
Mystery of the Disappearance. 

It was eleven years ago that Alexander Mc- 
Clelland and his youngest son disappeared. 
The old man a few years previously had one of 
the finest farms - ag county, owned a half 
interest in one of the leading flouring mills, 

d considerable .stock, and his note was 
good for any amount. He was one of the 
most highly-respected citizens. First his mill 
burned, then his residence, then his wife died. 
and one misfortune after another,followed 
until his property was mortgaged for $5,000, 
and a little later he was owing right and left. 
He married again and that marriage was not 
a success, as a separation two years later 
proved. Rumor says the children were 
the cause of family trouble during 
the second wife’s time, but the Coroner has 
made no effort to introduce any evidence that 


would tend to show there were any serious 


family altereations or what kind of a man 
such trouble and financia! reverses made of 
Alexander McClelland. nor does he — any 
evidence that the son Oscar had any difficulty 
with his brother. These two must have been 
murdered, however, while unconscious of 
danger and placed in their respective posi- 
tions immediately, or else they went West, as 
they contemplated doing. The evidence of 
one man, John A. McClelland, shows that the 
father wrote two letters to him and the broth- 
er wrote only one business letter home, No 
one else ever saw any letters. 

Eleven years have now since they 
disappeared. The death of either of them 
has at no time been reported, and after the 
immense amount of advertising the late find 
has had it certainly would have met their eyes 
in some manner were they still in existence, 


and they surely would have made themselves 


known if for no other reason than to remove 
any suspicion that might rest on innocent 
ies of such a crime. No word has come 
rom any source whatever of their present 
whereabouts, though from the Dakotas and 
from the West comes word from old residents 
of this section asking for particulars, as a 
man of McClelland’s wealth and standing in 
3 not help being known by 


The people here are now asking why the 
Coroner does not make an effort to find some 
object for such a murder, for that murder has 
been committed cannot be denied, and why 
he does not try to find two criminals since the 
work to be done as it was must have required 
at least two men. Why does he not investi- 
gate the life of Alexander McClelland and his 
son Oscar, since all must believe the skeletons 
found to be theirs? The men who made such 
a rapid decline in wealth in those days must 
have had habits that on investigation would 
throw light on the mystery. The present line 
of investigation by the Governor does not 
seek to find out who and what manner of man 
McClelland was, who were his associates, and 
why he should suddenly pick up and leave all 
his earthly possessions and persuade his son 
to do the same thing. Each took only the 
suit of clothes he wore and went away without 
Saying farewell to the aged mother and grand- 
mother, who that day had buried her husband. 


Evidence That Causes Comment, 


There is another matter that is causing com- 
ment at this time, the evidence of the fact that 
John McClelland of Koseburg, Ore., the only 
brother of Alexander, was the only man who 
apparently cured what had become of the 
missing men, was She only man who made 
any attempt to locate them. He would every 
year or so advertise for them, first in one sec- 
tion of the country then in another. He never 
received any returns. John has only been 
heard from now through Tue Tumor inter- 
view and one short dispatch inquiring if the 
skeletons had been positively identified as 
those of Alexander and “Oscar. That he is 
able to throw light on the case if he would 
looks reasonable, for he knew the two men as 
well if not better than any one else, and he 
was in this section long after their disappear- 
ance, 

A review of the evidence shows that John 
has got his dates mixed. One of his greatest 
discrepancies is as to why and when he had 
the cistern filled up. He fitst testified that it 
was done just after the old man disappeared 
and that the filling was composed of old rub- 
bish from the burned house. When the dig- 
ging of the cistern proved him incorrect his 
wife called up a date that made it certain that 
the cistern was filled up several years later. 
The other discrepancy in dates is as to when 
he received a business letter from his father, 
and in that case, before his second testimony, 
he had been given an indisputable fact to re- 
fresh his memory. Another fact set against 
him is that he refused to certain people the 
privilege to fish in his private pond and his 
general indifference as to what became of his 
father and brother. 

No attempt has been made to show that he 
could have profited by the death of his father 
orthat he had made any threats against 
either. It has been shown that one man made 
threats, but that man died before the disap- 
pearance, Itisalso shown that others had 
more reason to harbor ill-will than the sons 
had, because it is shown that he had caught 
them as securities for a snug sum, and yet 
their chance to get even only came through 
his living. 

Present Status of the Case, . 


Summed up the case is as follows: Two 
skeletons are found in an old pond that had 
not been dry in twenty years. They answer 
to what might be father and son. They must 
be people who were once here and they fit to 
those of a father and son who have been sup- 
posed to be in the West for eleven years. The 
people believe those skeletons to be those of 
the McClellands because they have not been 
heard from since, unless it be by one son.

The circumstantial evidence 
was strong against Robert Camp, and 
he was arrested and charged with murder. 
Young Camp came from an old and ly re- 
spectable family of Warrick County. He was 
known about the community as being rather 
wild, but prior to his arrest for murder he had 
never been charged with any crime. 

Young Camp realized the evidence aga 
him was strong and one night he succeed 
in breaking jail at Princeton and made his 
escape to Kentucky. A large reward was ok. 
fered for the capture of the tugitive and a few 
months after his escape from jail he was run 
down. After his em it was apparent 
Camp’s doom was sealed, but his attorneys 
made a gallant fight for him, and his mother 
declared to the last that her boy was innocent 
of the crime, 

The trial was held at Princeton, in Gibson 
County, and the verdict of the jury was not 
unexpected to those who watched the trial. 
It was: We, the jury, find Thomas Camp 
guilty of murder in the first degree, and the 
penalty is death.“ The white-haired mother 
was not at the trial. She was at her home in 
Warrick County, and fully expected her son 
would be acquitted. 

Late in the afternoon of the day of the trial 
the mother was standing at her gate talking 


to neighbors who had called to see her | 


when a horseman came down the road. He 
had been to the trial and was carrying the 
news to the people at the doomed man’s 
boyhood home in Warrick County. When 
the horseman came near the little group of 
people at the gate of the Camp homestead he 
raised himself in the stirrups and shouted the 
fatal words at the top of his voice. Tom 
Camp will be hung.” As soon as the words 
were spoken the mother sank down upon the 
ground witha groan, The neighbors carried 
her into the house and laid her gently upon 
the bed. She was dead. The mother was 
buried in the little cemetery near the Camp 
homestead and a few weeks later another new 
grave’ was. made beside it. It was for the re- 
mains of her executed son. 

Twenty years after the mother and son had 
been laid to rest an unknown harvest laborer 
was fouhd ina dying condition at Tenney- 
son, a small station east of here on the Louis- 
ville and St. Louis railroad. Before his death 
the man made a full confession of the mur- 
der he committed and for which an innocent 
man suffered the penalty of death. mur- 
derer fied after the crime and had wandered 
all over the earth a conscience-haunted man 
for twenty years. He did not hear of Camp’s 
conviction until five years after his execution.

THE WORLD’S GREATEST LIGHTHOUSE. 
On the French Coast, and Its Light Visible 
130 Miles. 

If there is one thing which the Fre ach Gov- 
ernment have endeavored to do well, it has 
been to warn mariners of dangerous parts on 
the French coast; and if there is a spot where 
the Service des Phares de France have largely 
experimented with a view to providing the 
best method of lighthouse illumination, 
it has been at the lighthouse at the 
Cap de la Heve, near Havre. Four differ- 
ent kinds of * have already been 
tested at this lighthouse. The first com- 
sc oil lamps with reflectors, giving a 
uminous intensity of 8,000 candle-power, 
visible in clear weather at a distance of forty- 
one miles. In the second case oil lamps were 
used with fixed lenticular apparatus, yielding 
a ep im elke of 19,000, capable of being

CONSPIRACY TO KILL IS CHARGED. ¢ 


James Wiggins Said to Be Implicated in 
the Shooting of W. A. Mackey. 

Wooster, O., Nov. 26.—[{Special.}-——W. A. 
Mackey, the young farmer shot down by a 
hired assassin, still lives, and physicians now 
beljeve he will recover. There is no question 
but that Mackey was shot down by a hired as- 
sassin, us there is positive evidence to show 
the job was to have been committed two 
months ago, but the plans.of the conspira- 
tors failed.

Weeks and weeks are wasted annually at 
Harvard trying absurd plays, which, even if per- 
fected, would not be tried in a game with Yale, 


lest something go wrong and a loss of ground be 


the consequence. The result of all the laborious 
plays tried is to make a team line up slowly. 
From all accounts of Saturday’s game the 
Harvard team was terribly slow in lining up, 
while Yale, on the other hand, with its simple 
methods was quickly into position and cai for 
action. 
Harvard Must Simplify Its Game. 

If Harvard would win it must go back to first 
principles. Winning football is to find a weak- 
ness in the line and keep pounding away 
at it until it breaks down entirely. This method 
of play alternated with runs around the end, 
aided with good interference, will gain more 
ground than a lot of fancy plays which, in nine 
cases outof ten, cannot executed, Even if 
there is no weakness in a line, continual pound- 
ing in one place will make one. Steady dropping 
of water on 4 stone will wear a hole, and if a 
team's attacks are concentrated on one point of 
the line that point must give way in time were 
Samson himself guarding it.

Invention of the Centerboard. 


New York, Nov. 20. Interesting documents to 
those who take an interest in yachting affairs and 
the recent races, which have proven the superior- 
ity of the centerboard over keel, have just been 
discovered by Judge Jesse Ludlam of Cape May 
County while rummagi through some old doc- 
uments belonging to his great grandfather, 
Henry, and Swayn, his great uncle, who lived at 
Seavilie, near the cape. 

It is that of the first letters patent centerboard 
or leeboard, as it was called, which was patented 
by them in 1811. The patent called for the board 
in the center of the keel, and ause others 
evaded the patent by building the boards bo- 
tween the keel and a keelson the patentees made 
little money out of the invention.

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THE EMPEROR AND PRINCE BISMARCK. 
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Their Strained Relations Still Further Com- 
plicated by Dr. Schweninger. 

London Telegraph: A nice point of med- 
ical etiquette has arisen in Germany in con- 
nection with Prince Bismarck—one, indeed, 
which bids fair to render inoperative and use- 
less all the recent efforts on the part of the 
Emperor to effect a reconciliation with his 
former Chancellor. It seems that when he 
arrived at Guens, in Hungary, Emperor Wiil- 
iam was much mortified by the discovery that 
both his ally, Emperor Francis Joseph, and 
the King of Saxony received daily and full 
reports concerning ‘the progress of the Prince’s 
malady from his medical attendant, Dr. 
Schweninger, whereas he, the sovereign of the 
suffering statesman, was dependent upon the 
public press or hearsay for any news regard- 
ing the illustrious patient. 

Accordingly he bethought himself of the 
fact that Dr. Schweninger holds the position 
of professor of the University of 1 * which 
may, at a stretch, be regarded as in the light 
of a government office. He therefore caused 
his chief secretary, Baron von. Lucanos, to 
dispatch what is known in Germany as a Cab- 
inet order or personal command of the Em- 
peror, as Emperor, to Dr. Schweninger to 
furnish him daiiy by telegraph witha full 
and detailed f the Prince's 
condition. order Dr.

PLANS OF POWDERLY’S OPPONENTS, 


They Offer Post of Grand Master Work-

FIVE DIE BY ONE HAND. 


MURDERER HIMSELF THE FINAL VIO- 
TIM, NEAR SEYMOUR, IND. 


Clinton Jordan Shoots His Wife’s Father, 
Mother, and Sister, Stabs and Shoots 
His Wife, Then Shoots Himself—Cloth- 
ing Ignites from the Flash of His Pis- 
tol and He Is Burned to a Crisp as He 
Lays Dead=Crime Caused by His Wife's 
Refusal to Return to His Home. - 


Szymour, Ind., Nov. 26.— [Special. 
Clinton Jordan late last night shot and killed 
Josiah Foster, his father-in-law, Mrs. Foster, 
and their daughter, Miss Cora Foster. He then 
stabbed his wife, who was trying to defend 
her parents, and finally shot and killed him- 
self. 

The community here first heard the news 
this morning. The scene of the tragedy is 
seven miles southeast of this city at a place 
which has been named the “ Heathen 
Nation.“ This name is derived fr 


not being valuable. The house where the 
quadruple murder and suicide were committed 
is an old-fashioned one-story farm residence 
owned by Martin Coryell and occupied by 
Josiah Foster and his family, consisting of 
his wife and one daughter, Miss Cora, aged 
17 years. Mr. Foster was a solaier and served 
three years under Capt. Joseph Balsley of 
thiscity. The Captain this afternoon said 
that Foster was one of his best men. 

About six years ago his daughter Anna 
married Clinton Jordan of this city. Since 
their marriage they had nit lived happily to- 
gether, and their quarrels and separations 
were many. The last quarrel took place 
last Sunday, and Monday morning Mrs. Jor- 
dan ‘eft her husband and went to the resi- 
dence of John Q. Foster, a neighbor, and told 
him she would never live with her husband 
again. Monday night Jordan called at the 
Foster residence and demanded. to see his 
wife. Mrs. Jordan went to the door and 
partially opening it held a short conversa- 
tion with him. He asked her to re- 
turn home, which request was refused. 
He next asked her to step out into the yard. 
This she also refused to do, giving as a reason 
that he would kill her, as he had upon several 
occasions threatened. He finally left the 
place, going to his own home. 

Tuesday morning Mrs. Jordan went to the 
home of her parents, Mr.and Mrs. Josiah 
Foster, where she remained. During the 
veek Jordan called upon her sister. 
Mrs. John Kane, several times and 
wanted her to go with him to the 
residence of her father and assist him in get- 
ting his wife to return and live with him. 
This Mrs. Kane refused to do. His last visit 
to the Kane residence was Saturday. He 
spent nearly the entire day trying to get Mrs. 

ane to go with him, but she still refused. 
He left there yesterday evening saying: 
„Well, if she won't live with me we will die 
together.”’ 

e started across the fields to the residence 
of his father-in-law. Having arrived there he 
entered the house through the kitchen door 
and walked into the room in which the family 
were seated about the open fireplace. As he 
entered he pulled out a revolver and pointing 
it at Mr. Foster began firing. The first shot 
went wide of its mark and ie ball was em- 
bedded in the casing around the fireplace. As 
soon as Jordan began firing Miss Cora started 
out of the front door and was shot 
in the back of the head. She fell 
out to the left of the doorway. 
Mr. Foster also attempted to escape by the 
front door and was shot in about the same 
place, the ball lodging in the forehead. 

Mrs. Foster, aged about 57 years, was also 
in the room and attempted to escape. She 
was shot in the neck on the left side, the ball 
ranging downward. During the shooting 


Mrs. Jordar got under a single bed which was 


standing in the southeast corner of the room. 
Jordan. who had also an open pocket knife in 
his hand, got under the bed and began to stab 
his wife in the right arm and almost severed 
the third finger from her hand. After havin 

stabbed her seven times he shot her, the bal 
enter.ng the head back of the ear, passing out 
of the right temple. There seems to ve 
been a struggle. as the lower part of Mrs. 
3 body extended out from under the 


After Jordan had finished his work he 
placed another cartridge in his revolver, held 
it at his left breast, and fired a ball through 
his heart. The revolver was held so closely 
to his body that it caused his clothing to ig- 
nite and his body was burned toacrisp. As 
he fell over the lifeless form of his wife the 
flames also ignited her clothing and burned 
her lower limbs in a horrible manner. 

After the shooting Mr. Foster, who had 
fallen outside the door, got up and walked 
about 300 yards without any assistance. He 
was met on the road by Fon Coryell, a neigh- 
bor, who was on his way to the Foster resi- 
dence, having been attracted by the shooting. 
He helped Mr. Foster to the residence of 
William Powell. where he was placed in bed 
and remained conscious until about 11 
o’clock today. He was the only one of the 
family that was able to tell the story. 

The first person upon the ground beheld a 
sight which cannot be described. Lying in 
front of the bed were the bodies of Jordan 
and his wife, with their clothing in flames and 
almost burned off. In his right hand Jordan 
still held the revolver. Its handles, which 
were of rubber, were burning. The fire was 
extinguished, and the bodies were placed upon 
the floor in an adjoining room, The body of 
Miss Cora, which for almost an hour had lain 
in the yard, was brought in and laid on the 
floor alongside of the other two in the room 
which had been transferred into a morgue. 

Thousands of people from all the surround- 
ing country visited the home today. The 
crush of people upon the inside of the house 
this morning was so great one time that the 
floor began to give way and the house was 
cleared by the officers present. Jordan’s par- 
ents in this city did not learn of the crime 
which their son had committed until about 
noon. The father immediately left for the 
place and late this evening he brought the re- 
mains of his son to his home in this city. 
Mrs. Kane’s refusal to accompany Jordan 
saved her life, as he no doubt intended to 
murder the entire family. 


WRECK AND ROBBERY IN THE PLOT. 


Further Details of the Attempted Train 
Hold-Up Near Elkhart, Ind. 

Gosuey, Ind., Nov. 26.—([Special.]—The 
daring hold-up of fast freight No. 60 on the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern at mid- 
night last night, following fast upon the heels 
of the still uncleared mystery of Kessler’s 
Siding, has heightened the sensation of the 
hour. It is clearly shown now that the real 
intention of the desperadoes was to wreck the 
first section of the New York and Boston ex- 
press and loot the express carif not the pas- 
sengers. 

Fast freight No. 60 left Elkhart over the 
air line at 11 o'clock in charge of Conductor 
John Hickock and was forty cars in length. 
It was the fast meat and merchandise run 
east-bound, and ordingrily makes passenger 
time. Before the train had cieared the Eik- 
hart yards eight men, the robber band, were 
on board. The caboose broke loose before he 
had his traina half mile from the Elkhart 
yards and the trainmaster sent a switch-en- 
gine out to couple up for him. Two miles 
further on his train broke again. Before 
the train reached Dunlap, five miles 
out of Elkhart, the robbers showed 
their hands. Already No. 60 had lost 
more than double its schedule time, and No. 
12, the Boston express, was nearly due on 
the same track. The train wreckers decoyed 
the crew to the middle of the train by setting 
the air brakes. and held them up. The crew 
gave up their revolvers, money, and watches 
after a hard fight on top of the moving train, 
and in enforcing their demands the robbers 
beat Conductor Hickock almost todeath. A 
running hand-to-hand battle for possession of 
the train followed all the way from 
Yellow Creek through Dunlap and into 
the Goshen city limits. On the sharp curve 
leading into this city the gang set up the air- 
brakes along the train and the engine crew 
caught the alarm. With frantic shrieks from 
the engine whistle the alarm spread, and leav- 
ing the engine the tireman ran into the public 
water-works and implored the engineer to 
turn ina fire alarm.

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HE LIVED WITH LUNGS EXTINCT, 


Post-Mortem Results Make a Heavy Claim 
on the Public’s Credulity, 

Porrsmovutn, O., Nov. 26.— [Special.] — The 
developments at a post-mortem examination 
held over the remains of Jesse L. Jordan at 
his late home in this city were extraordinary. 
Coroner Davidson ordered the post-mortem 
to determine whether or not Jordan’s death 
was due to a knife wound received Jan. 6 last. 
The examination was conducted by two of the 
best known surgeons in Southern Ohio, Drs. 


J. W. Crawford and W. L. Lottridge. 
Jordan was found unconscious and bleeding 


squares from his home Dr. Crawford was 
called, and after an examination found that 
Jordan had been stabbed. the point of the 
knife having punctured his left lung. The 
physician gave as his opinion that Jordan 
could not possibly survive his wound. Pros- 
ecuting-Attorney Milner went to Jordan’s 
bedside several times to take his ante-mortem 
statement, but each, time Jordan said 
he was convineed he could live, and conse- 
quently he never made any formal statement. 
He had no recollection of anything beyond 
having taken a glass of rat a resort on 
Twelith street conducted by James Hali, and 
then starting for home through an alley. 
Near the mouth of the alley he was — 
caught from behind, and after that all was a 
blank to him. His assailant appropriated 
Jordan's pocketbook containing 15 cents, but 
his identity today is as much of a mystery as 


ever. 
Allan McGhee, a weak- minded man, was 
arrested, but evidence sufficient to get an in- 
dictment before the grand jury was 
not obtainable and he was released. 
Jordan lingered along for a month, hovering 
between life and death, but suddenly began 
improving. He was soon able to be up and 
move about his home, His case was forgot- 
ten, and nothing occurred to remind the pub- 
lic of it until Thursday ht, when the news 
of his death again weer the case to the at- 
tention of the city ls, and the Coroner 
ordered a post-mortem examination. 
According to the official record of the post- 
mortem the fifth rib was found cut clean in 
two. The pericardium containing the heart 
was then removed and found empty of water, 
which is necessary in it in order the heart 
may perform its functions properly. More 
wonderful still was the fact that the pericar- 
dium had attached itself to the heart 
the two together. 
This process required 
months and commenced immediately after 
the stabbing. How Jordan could live under 
this circumstance alone is beyond the knowl- 
edge of the physiciaris, A still greater sur- 
prise awai .. Jordan’s lungs were 
absolutely extinct. Not aparticie of either 
right or left lung was to be found. This con- 
dition existed, the phy state, for days 
and probably weeks, impossible as it may 
seem. The absence of the lungs is accounted 
for by Drs. Crawford and Lottridge from the 
fact that the puncture of the left lung caused 
inflammation to set which resulted in the 
destruction of these all important function- 
aries. Coroner Davidson has adjourned the 
proceeding of inquest until Monday.

PRIENDSHIP LODGING-HOUSE 


Albert Lammoris Will Spread a Great 
Feast for the Lodgers at His Model 
House and Some Invited Guests, Who 
Will Discuss the Benefits to Be Derived 
by the City from Proper Regulation of 
Such Place Mr. Lammoris Explains 
His System. 


A banquet that will be novel, at least in the 
character of the majority of the guests, is to 
be given Thanksgiving day at the Friend- 
ship House, Nos. 97 to 103 Clinton street. 
Most of the guests will be of a class to whom 
a banquet is somewhat of a novelty. Dress 
suits will not be necessary to secure admit- 
tance to the hall. The banquet is to be given 
by Albert Lammoris for his 750 lodgers and 
for some invited guests in public life next 
Thursday from 4 to 7:30. Speeches will be 
made by the special guests beginning at 2 
o’clock. 

Everyone of the regular lodgers at the 
Friendship House has received an invitation 
on a handsome embossed and escalioped 
card. When the guests reach the large office 
and billiard room, which will seat 550 per- 
sons at table, they will find this menu pre- 
pared for them:

Purpose of the Banquet. 


The banquet is to be given for the purpose 
of arousing public interest in the municipal 
inspection of lodging-houses, a subject in 
which Mr. Lammoris takes the deepest inter- 
est. He believes Chicago should lead and will 
lead the world in housing the multitude if 
only people will take an interest in the mat- 
ter. Anditisa matter which directly con- 
cerns the for the result of the move- 
ment will be the driving of tramps and 
drunken toughs from the city. In discussing 
the subject last night Mr. Lammoris said: 

In the district near here are twenty-seven 
lodging-houses which accommodate from 
twenty-seven to 750 men each, or a 
total of 6,950 men. The great trouble is 
that many of these men are tramps, to 
and drunkards—fellows who have no self-re- 
spect. They are filthy. In many of the places 
they are herded indiscriminately with cleanly, 
industrious men who may happen to be in 
reduced circumstances to the great detriment 
of the latter. The places are unventilated and 
unsanitary and disease-breeding. The result 
is disastrous to the respectable men. They 
become filthy in such places, and in that con- 
dition they are shut out from all respectable 
places. 

My plan is to have the City Council pass 
an ordinance providing for the inspection of 
lodging-houses. The department should be in 
charge of a physician and a corps of inspect- 
ors. All lodging-houses should be closely in- 
spected. Whenever bedding is found in a 
filthy or unsanitary condition the lodging- 
house keeper should be compelled to destroy 
it. Whenever a room is found that is not 
properly ventiiated the landlord should be 
compelled to ventilate it. Lodging- 
house keepers should be obliged to paya 
license of $25 or $30 a year. If they 
fail to obey the orders of inspectors 
in regard to keeping their places in a cleanly 
and sanitary conditaon their licenses should 
be revoked and the keeper forced by fines to 
quit the business. The result of this would 
be that lodging-house keepers would soon 
find they could not afford to keep men who 
were filthy or drunken. These would be 
forced to go to the police stations to slee 
and after going there a few times they woul 
be in danger of the bridewell. They would 


soon learn that Chicago was not a healthy 


place for men with no self-respect, and the 
result would be they would avoid the city to 
the city’s great benefit. And such a move- 
ment, I believe, would reduce the number of 
poorhouse inmates 1,500 to 2,000 every 
winter, another matter thdt would materially 
benefit the taxpayer. 
Friendship House System, 


“The Friendship House is run under a 
thorovgh system. The line is drawn at 
drunken men. A man under the influence of 
liquor cannot get admittance here, neither 
can a man who is not clean. We have a bath- 
room down-stairs with twelve porcelain tubs, 
with plenty of soap and towels, everything 
free of charge. 

“I’ve got the happiest lot of men in the 
world. ey are cheerful and contented. 
they go to the theaters, play billiards in the 
billiard-room, and have a good time to- 

ether. I have never had a suicide in my 

ouse, and I never heard one of my¢odgers 
say he wished he was dead. I have kept a 
record of suicides in lodging-houses, and I 
find they are not infrequent where the sur- 
roundings are unsanitary. 

Dirt and drink are the deadliest foes of 
good citizenship. The special guests at the 
banget will speak upon this subject. The list

WILLIAM I. BANNING DIES AT Sr. PAUL. 


For Many Years He Was a Political and 
Business Leader. 

Sr. Pavn, Minn., Nov. 26.—William L. 
Banning, for thirty-five years one of the po- 
litical and business leaders of Minnesota, 
died at 4 o’clock this afternoon of paralysis. 
Mr. Banning was 79 years old. He was po- 
litically a Democrat and was his party’s can- 
didate for Governor in 1872. He was a 
member of the islature in 1860 and a 
member of the Pennsylvania Legislature in 
1845. For several years Mr. Banning was 
President of the St. Paul and Pacific railway 
(now Northern Pacific), and it was through 
his efforts that Jay Cooke became interested 
in the property. Mr. Banning was a native 
of Delaware. 


Death of Tobias Atzel. 

Tobias Atzel, one of Chicago’s oldest settiers, 
died Saturday morning at his home in Downer's 
Grove. He was 80 years of age and had lived in 
this city since July, 1830. He was born in Al- 
sace Nov. 5, 1813, came to America in 1833, and 
stopped at Buffalo, N. Y., where he remained 
until coming to Chicago. -Upon his arrival here 
he settled onthe West Side at what is now No. 79 
South Jefferson street and lived there until 1854, 
when he moved to Downer’s Grove. A widow 
and seven children survive him. The. funeral 
will take place from the residence at 1 p. m. to- 
morrow.

| FEDERAL TROOPS ROUTED IN MEXICO. 


Details of the Engagement Hard to Obtain 
. Some Future Plans. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.! 

Crupap Juarez, Mex., via Galveston, Tex., 
Nov. 26.— [Copyright. 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett. — Rumors of all kinds regard - 
ing an engagement between the federal 
forces und revolutionists are in circulation, 
It is positively known that a fight took place 
in the mountains in the Boca Casse regions 
and that the federal forces were completely 
routed. The government has ordered that all 
news of the affair be hushed up and a censor- 
ship over the wires has been established. ‘The 
war news has greatly excited the masses. The 
revolutionary sympathizers art highly elated, 
believing that from now on they will be more 
easily able to secure both money and men. 

At government headquarters couriers have 
arrived, but they are kept under survey and 
nothing can be learned from that source ex- 
cept that a fight took place, A few were 
killed on each side and the bandits took to 
the mountains again. From revolutionary 
sources it is learned that the plan of cam- 
N as Outlined in these dispatches was car- 
ried out and the federal forces walked delib- 
erately into the trap. Perez, Lujan, and Pa- 
checo sent out small detachments in different 
directions to invite chase by the federal 
troops, which was given, the revolutionary 

bands retreating to the mountains where the 
government forces, thinking they had routed

When the regulars got well into the pocket, 
so that escape was well nigh impossible, the 
revolutionists opened the battle. The federal 
troops undertook to charge and dislodge them, 
but met a withering fire from all directions, 
which stampeded them and they fled. On 
their 1 through the passes the rebels 
picked federal troops off from their hiding 

places and but few escaped. rebels clairn 
to have almost cumpletely annihilated their 
pursuers. It is probable now that Perez 
will at once move and retire further 
south and capture towne along the 
Mexican Central. The government, realizing 
the fatality of attempting to suppress the re- 
bellion with the forces at present in the field, 
will naturally mobilize a large army in Chi- 
huahua. Perez is too good a General, how. 
ever, to permit the enemy to concentrate on 
him, will continue further south, increas- 
ing his forces as he goes. It now appears as 
though a formidable uprising had occurred, 
and such is the impression even in Mexican 
military circles. This is regarded as signifi- 
cant in itself. . 

Drum, N. M., Nov, 26.—While no abso- 
lute authentic information is yet received 
from the scene of Thursday’s battle rumors 
are current and all reports agree on a rebel 
victory. The fight occurred near Casa de 
Jalos, or miles northwest of Casas 
Grandes. rebels circled around the 
troops, and at a given signal closed in. After 
the officers had been killed by the first fire the 
soldiers attempted to take refuge in adobe 
houses, The rebels pursued, and the soldiers, 
being huddled together and frenzied with 
terror, were ee without mercy.

The absence of authentic information 
leaves room for the possible belief that the 
revolutionists may have circulated reports of 
a battle and victory for the purpose of induc- 
ing recruits to join their movement.

Despite the published reports that 
no armed are crossing the border de- 
tails of three and four men are gomg down 
every day with the avowed intention of join- 
ing the rebels. These little bands are careful 
to avoid United States soldiers and otherwise 
make no secret of their mission. Mexican of- 
ficials have adopted severe measures to raise 
anarmy. Even Mormon colonists are forced 
to serve, and towns are practically depopu- 
lated, every man being drafted. Only a por- 
tion of the troops engaged in. Thursday’s bat- 
— Others are now in the vicinity of Ascen- 
sion. 

Sefior Domingues, the Mexican Consul here, 
does not credit the rumored battle, but de- 
clares it is simply a ruse to revive the cour- 
age of the sympathizers. No doubt the revo- 
lutionists are being aided with money and 
arms by Mexicans living in the United States. 
The army raised by the government now 
numbers 800, independent of the sus- 
tained in Thursday’s battle. These have 
been ordered to move towards Casas Grandes, 
but such fear is exhibitea by drafted Mexi- 
cans and colonists that the officers are afraid 
of a revolt and cannot go forward. 

After the battle the rebels went into the 
mountains. The soldiers displayed great 
cowardice Thursday owing to the suddenness 
of the attack, and they practically made no 
resistance. 

EL Paso, Tex., Nov. 26.—The reported 
victory of the Mexican rebels has had the ef- 
fect of creating much enthusiasm among their 
sympathizers here, and it is believed a num- 
ber of small detachments will cross the line 
and join the ranks within the next week. It 
is reported here tonight that several pieces of 
field artillery will arrive in a few days for the 
use of the rebels. 


FOR PENNSYLVANIA STEEL COMPANY. 


Pian of Rehabilitation to Be Discussed by 
Shareholders and Creditors. 

Painapetpara, Pa., Nov. 26.—The Presi- 
dents of the Pennsylvania Steel company and 
the Maryland Steel company have called a 
meeting of the creditors of the two companies 
Wednesday next at the American Iron and 
Steel Association’s rooms in this city to con- 
sider their financial condition. The cred- 
itors will be asked to appoint a 
committee to meet a committee of 
the shareholders, to arrange, if 
practicable, a plan for the rehabilitation of the 
Pennsylvania Steel company. The large 
floating debt, which is now being extended by 
arrangements with creditors by the receivers 
as notes fall due, is the subject to be provided 
for, and the plan originally pro of rais- 
ing $6,000,000 by additional mortgage 
bonds has been withdrawn, having been found 
impracticable.

He was 
arrested by Sheriff Henderson several days ago, 
the Sheriff refusing to deliver him to the State 
authorities till the 61.500 reward was paid. Gov. 
Fishback sent an officer after Williams and 
wrote a sharp letter to the Sheriff. Clem Wich- 
erly, one of the robbers in jail at Batesville, says 
Williams was the prime mover in the raid, paid 
all the expenses and did all the planning. It is 
reported tonight that Williams has made a con- 
fession to the Governor, laying bare the whole 
story.

FATAL DEFECT OF STATE CURRENCY. « 
In the discussion of the State bank currency 
question it never should be forgotten that the 
system is fatally defective. Under State laws 
the securities for the redemption of the notes 
would be left in thé hands of the bank officers 
and when the bank broke the noteholder 
would suffer. We could not have a safe State 
bank circulation unless ample bond security 
were lodged with the National Treasury or 
Bank Controller for the protection and re- 
demption of the notes issued by State banks. 
Any other system would be insecure, bad to 
the extent of making the currency a dangerous 
thing to handle, and especially dangerous to 
the poorer classes, who as a rule would know 
nothing of the weakness of a bank till after it 
had closed its doors. 

An immense aggregate of loss to the peo- 
ple of the United States was caused by the 
failure of State banks to redeem their notes 
in the seventy years preceding the adoption 
of the tax on State bank note circulation, and 
in every instance the loss could be traced to 
this defect in the State bank laws. The insti- 
tutions which issued the notes were allowed 
to retain possession of the supposed securities 
for their redemption, and when the crucial test 
came it was found that the securities did not 
secure the holders of the notes. Time and 
again the country was swept by a wave of 
bank failures and the people who held the 
notes found them worthless on their hands or 
had to submit to a big shave by brokers who 
could afford to buy them up and hold them till 
the affairs of the bank were settled, Other 
notes were emitted, only to go through the 
same process of distrust, discount, and loss, 
The city man who took bills at par might 
read in the paper of the next day that the 
bills were rated at 20 or 30 per cent discount 
and the man in the country who took the 
notes was apt to find out the truth later on 
when he wantéd to spend the money. A more 
rotten system than that which prevailed over 
most of the States in the Union it would be 
difficult to find, yet people kept on taking the 
rubbish, simply because they could not do 
any better. The worst of the bad money.was 
that which was kept in circulation most per- 
sistently as long as it would go at all, and the 
poorer classes of workers being the slowest to 
hear the news were sure to be the worst suf- 
ferers by holding the wretched stuff at the 
last. 

Those were the times when the wildcat flour- 
ished. It would flourish again if under State 
law the banks were allowed to retain posses- 
sion of the securities for their circulation. 
Not necessarily every bank in every State 
would be thus rotten within while wearing the 
appearance of a whited sepulcher to the pub- 
lic, but a sufficient number of them would be 
thus rotten to cause distrust of the rest, and 
muke the more intelligent part of the com- 
munity timid about taking any of the State 
bank money except they could immediately 
pay it out again. Theera of bank note de- 
tectors would be reéstablished, when the rule 
was to consult an authority for nearly every 
bill handled by the merchant, and that was 
found to be but a poor protection, as many 
banks were discredited between the dates of 
issue of successive numbers of the de- 
tector.” 

Members of Congress who are asked to vote 
for a bill giving permission to State banks to 
issue notes on securities held by themselves 
should compare these conditions with those 
that have obtained for the last thirty years. 
The holder of a note issued bya national 
bank does not need to trouble his head with 
the question whether or not the bank be solv- 
ent. If the bill be genuine there is no doubt 
as to its redemption. The securities are held 
by the National Government and kept by it 
for redemption of the notes. The bank may 
fail to pay its depositors in whole or in part, 
but that makes no difference to the value of 
the bank notes it has issued because their re- 
demption is guaranteed by the government. 
These members of Congress should ask what 
would have been the result to noteholders 
during last summer if the State banks had 
been free to issue notes on the plan named. 
In the last ten months 597 banks have failed, 
156 of the number being national. Not a 
single notehoider suffered loss or worry on 
that account. But the case would have -been 
widely different if a large number of the 
441 other banks had been banks of issue un- 
der the old-fashioned State laws. The loss 
really suffered by the bank suspensions of 
last summer was very small compared to what 
would have been entailed by the suspensions 
under those conditions, 


FACTS ABOUT FARM MORTGAGES. 

An Iowan, explaining why there were Popu- 
lists in some of the southern counties of that 
State, said: 

Your shiftless, thriftless farmer, with a mort- 
gage on his homestead, with fences in poor re- 
pair, dilapidated barns, stock running down and 
no money in the bank, is the material out of 
which they make Populists. He sees no other 
way of getting out of debt except to have the 
government issue some kind of money in great 
plenty, which he fancies he can get hold of for 
nothing. 

These shiftless, thriftless farmers” with 


mortgages on their farms have always taken 
great comfort in the reiterated assertion of 
Populist speakers that nine-tenths of the 
farms in the United States were mortgaged 
for all they were worth aud that the farmers as 
aclass were groaning under an intolerable bur- 
den of debt. The “‘shiftless farmers felt 
that they could plead that their farms were 
mortgaged, not because of their own misman- 
agement but because of the genera! oppres- 
sion of the agriculturists. ; 

A careful analysis of the data relative to 
mortgages in this country collected by the 
Census Bureau in 1890 shows the utter falsity 
of the yarns spun by the Populist calamity- 
howlers. It appears that of every hundred 
farms,in the United States more than seventy 
are fully paid for, while less than thirty are 
mortgaged. The average mortgage repre- 
sented only one-third of the value of the land 
incumbered, and the sum total of the mort- 
gages was hardly a tenth of the total vaiue of 
the farms and no more than the value of one 
year’s hay crop. 

It has been stated repeatedly in this paper 
that most of the farm mortgage indebted- 
ness was incurred for the purpose of buying 
and improving the property. It appears that 
four-fifths of the indebtedness was for that 
purpose. Mortgages made under those cir- 
cumstances show progress and prosperity. 
Owing to the ability to borrow on farm mort- 
gages the development of the lands west of 
‘the Missouri has been far more rapid than 
that of States like Indiana and Mlinois, whose 
pi settlers found it impossible to borrow 

cent to improve or stock their farms. 

It appears that there has been an increase 
‘in the decade ending in 1890 of $350,000,- 
000 in the sum total of farm mortgage in- 
debtedness in the United States. But during 
those ten years fully 600,000 new farms 
were created at the West and South, and if 
only one-half of them carried the average 


| mortgage the increase in the debt would be 
accounted for. The great jump has been in 


mortgages on city and town property, which

The total indebtedness on all real estate in 
the United States is but $92 per capita. If 
the public debt of the United States, the 
States, and the counties were included the 
per capita indebtedness would be but $112. 
But the national debt alone of France ex- 
ceeds $116 per head, and that of England is 
about $90. The average mortgage indebied- 
ness per person is believed to be greater in 
France and England than in the United States. 
The Weavers and the Leases, who have been 
repeating farm mortgage falsehoods from end 
to end of this country and have deceived many, 
ought to correct their misstatements and give 
the people the facts. But they will not. They 
will go on reiterating the old untruths after 
they know them to be without foundation. 


REPUBLIC OF URUGUAY. 

The statement prepared by the govern- 
ment of the Oriental Republic of Uruguay, 
for circulation at the World’s Columbian Ex- 
hibition at Chicago, is a noteworthy docu- 
ment. In the compass of fifty pages it states 
the leading facts of position, climate, min- 
erals, vegetation, animal life, politi al organ- 
ization, population, wages, agriculture, and 
commerce in that to us little known country, 
situated west of the Atlantic, a few degrees 
south trom the tropic of Capricorn, contain 
ing an area of 72,660 square miles and a 
population of about 750,000. It is bound- 
edonthe west by the River Uruguay, which 
separates it from Argentina, on the south by 
the River Plate, and on the north by Brazil, 
being thus mostly surrounded by water. 

The temperature is described as equable, 
the extremes being 97 and 37 degrees, but 


70 in summer, and “whatever may be the 
geographical situation of his own country the 
foreigner does not need previous acclima- 
tion.“ He takes to the climate naturally. Six- 
teen rivers flow through the country, these 
being joined by more than 500 smaller streams 
tributary to them. The principal port is 
Montevideo, which has a capacious bay with 
good anchorage and an entrance channel 
of fifteen to seventeen feet deep. The land 
contains immense mineral riches, not yet de- 
veloped, including gold, silver, copper, iron, 

lead, agate, rock crystal, slate, dimestone, 
and marble rivaling those of Italy 
and the Pyrenees. Railroad communi- 
cation has been opened up recently 
with the marble quarries of Minas, seventy- 
seven miles from the capital, and several gold 
mines are being worked with satisfactory re- 
turns to the operators. The country is rich 
in animals, and the industries of cattle and 
horse breeding are very profitable. They are 
conducted on a large scale, and sheep breed- 
ing has been begun with good results, while 
the fisheries are important. The country is 
essentially pastoral, but well adapted to agri- 
culture, havinga sufficient rainfall, which is 
usually confined to about thirty-six days in 
the year. Many farms in the environs of the 
cities and villages raise grain and vegetables 
for local consuinption, and in good crop years 
the exports of rural products reach a value of 
$1,200,000. The wheat grown in Uruguay 
is reputed to be the best in all South America. 
Tobacco culture is a new source of wealth re- 
cently introduced. Grapes, olives, flax, hemp, 
beans, potatoes (two crops in a single year) 

Spanish potatoes, and beets are cultivated 
with good results. The report names sixteen 
colonies founded in the last few years. all ag- 
ricultural or pastoral, and some of them 
using the latest improved farm machinery. 
The live stock of all kindsaggregates 32,347, 
000 head, valued at $73,000,000. They 
average 277 to the square mile and 
nearly forty-six per capita of population. A 
new impulse to agricultural pursuits has been 
given in the last three years, partly by the 
building of interior roads, which was and still 
is the great want of the country. 

Uruguay should be prosperous, For the 
year 1891 its iinports were valued at nine- 
teen million dollars and its exports at twenty- 
seven millions. About 9 per cent of this busi- 
ness is with the United States. Considerable 
inducements are held out to immigrants to 
take up land, paying for it in monthly install- 
ments or otherwise. The total declared value 
of property held by 50,189 persons is 266 
millions. Wages are stated to be 80 cents to 
$1 per day for laborers, and generally from 
$1.20 to $1.50 per day for mechanics, though 
some eurn as high as $2 to $2.50. The re- 
ligion of the State is Catholic, but all Protest- 
ants are tolerated, as the inhabitants enjoy 
the full liberty of thought.“ There are no 
slaves. Foreigners may become citizens, and 
all citizens have the right to vote. All men 
are equal before the law. The private actions 
of men who do not in any way attack public 
order nor harm any third person belong only 
to God, and therefore remain beyond the au- 
thority of the magistrates. All inhabitants 
may undertake any work or business they 
please so long as they do not harm public or- 
der or the rights of others. There is no press 
censor, but writers or, printers are held re- 
sponsible for abusive publications. The na- 
tional language is the Spanish, but French, 
English, Italian, and German are freely 
spoken, and the customs of Uruguay are near- 
ly the same as those of the princi uropean 
cities. Altogether the country would seem to 
be a highly desirable one and well worthy of 
a closer acquaintance with the people of the 
United States. 

THE NEW POPULIST PROGRAM. 

A number of the Populist leaders of Kan- 
sas have had a conference and haveagreed to 
act on Senator Peffer’s suggestion that the 
party give up all its principles except the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver. The de- 
mands for the ownership or management by 
the General Government of railroads, tele- 
graphs, and telephones; for a graduated in- 
come tax; for the Subtreasury; for loans at 
nominal rates of interest secured by farm 
lands; and for the issue of billions of scrip are 
to be dropped. The name of People's 
party is to be retained, and there is to be 
no fusion with any other organization, but all 
who believe in the single remaining rotien 
plank of the party are invited to leave the or- 
ganizations to which they belong and join the 
Populists. 

Not all the Populists are ready, however, to 
throw overboard the bulk of their political 
principles. Many of them believe in their 
fantastic doctrines and are not ready to give 
them up for expediency’s sake. They think 
it would be dishonest. Thus there will be a 
division in the party. The shiuplaster men 
and the free silver men will separate. There 
will be the old school and the new school 
Populists. 

The proceedings of the conſerence showed 
‘that this would be the case. Of the sixty men 
who were present twenty refused to agree to 
this jettison of principles. Gov. Lewelling 
and the other State officers think as the mi- 
nority does, and hence were denounced in the 
resolutions adopted by the majority. The 
men who never had any faith in the doctrines 
of the Ocala platform, but who pretended to 
believe in them for the purpose of getting 
iuto office, areabusing the men who really be- 
lieve in them. 

Parties cannot be made over like an old 
dress. This move of the Populist leaders will 
accomplish nothing. It may be that they will 
pick up a few silverites who think that silver 
is the only vital question in this world, but 
for every man they gain they will lose more 


than one, Ther party will split in two and 
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they will be less mischievous than before. 
The process of disintegration has begun and 
it cannot be stopped by any conference of 
Simpsons and other Populist officeholders. 
A year hence the Populist party will be little 
more than a disorganized crowd of men grad- 
ually finding their way back to the old organ- 
izations. 


THE STUDY OF CRIMINALS, 

In the Chautauquan for December Arthur 
MacDonald of the National Bureau of Educa- 
tion calls attention to the fact that the con- 
trolling idea in the past has been the study of 
the crime rather than of the criminal. Re- 
cently attention has been given to the latter, 
from a desire to find the cause of the crime 
and a hope that such knowledge will aid in 
preventing the development of criminal tend- 
encies. Normal human nature can be best 
studied experimentally in prison. Probably 
nine-tenths of the prisoners are criminals by 
occasion, that is, their crime is due mainly to 
bad social conditions, and there is the addi- 
tional advantage that questions can be asked 
and investigations permitted that would be 
difficult with normal man outside the prison. 
Then the exact conditions, such as regularity 
in habits of life, diet, etc., are known, and 
thus a more favorable condition for scientific 
inquiry is afforded, This is eapecially true in 
reformatories, industrial schools, houses of 
refuge, etc. Most of the inmates are entirely 
normal, Itis abnormal surroundings, such 
as poverty or drunkenness at home, that 
brought them to the institution, and not ab- 
normal naturesin the children themselves. 
But if children remain long enough in such 
conditions they will be liable to develop 
whatever criminal tendencies are in them. 
About 10 per cent of inmates are incorrigi- 
ble; that is, they are criminals by nature, and 
prison officials doubt the probability of their 
reformation. As their incorrigibility is shown 
by repeated acts it is not so difficult to select 
these cases from among the rest. 

This fact of incorrigibility may be a reason 
why crime has been considered a disease, but 
if so it would seem to have little to do with 
what is ordinarily designated under this term, 
for 82 per cent of the penitentiary occupants 
are in good health, and 11 per cent in fair 
health. There is little agreement of results 
thought to be obtained from anatomical 
study of the brains of criminals, and if there 
were agreement it would only indicate proba- 
bilities, not certainties, as comparatively few 
brains of criminals have been studied. Even 
in the case of the insane it is not demonstrated 
that mental disease necessarily involves brain 
disease, and there have been cases of insanity 
in which cerebral anomalies were sought for 
in vain. The too common statement that 
crime is disease is speculation, not a dem- 
onstrated fact. 

In a rigid sense criminology is no more a 
science than sociology, They are called 
sciences by courtesy. But with whatever 
class of human beings the empirical study 
begins it as an important steptoward scientif- 
ic sociology. So far as pursued it reveals the 
criminal as an organization more or less un- 


. fortunate, vicious, impoverished, ill-balanced, 


irritable, defective, and so not adapted to 
struggle with surrounding conditions. Con- 
sequéntly he is incapable of maintaining this 
struggle in legally established ways. Hence 
a lack of common sense in repressive meus- 
ures determined in advance as to their dura- 
tion and specific character. The length of 
confinement should depend upon results of an 
individval study of the criminal, who should 
not be allowed to return to society until there is 
reasonable probability that he will not return 
tocrime. There should be no vengeance in 
the treatment. With few exceptions a re- 
vengeful tone or manner toward a prisoner 
always does harm, and the same is true out- 
side of prison. But the criminal must be 
taken care of. If we were obliged to with- 
hold action in the case of any criminal for the 
reason that we did not know whether and in 
what degree he was free or guilty, the com- 
munity would be wholly unprotected. If a 
tiger were locse in the streets the first ques- 
tion would not be whether the animal were 
guilty or not. Weshouldimprison the crim- 
inal, first of all, because he is dangerous to 
the community. 

The prevention of crime should be the 
great object with the philanthropist. .The 
obvious remedy is, if possible, to aid the in- 
dividual in overcoming the temptation to 
evil or to crime. The remedy must be gen- 
eral, gradual, and constant. It consists in 
religious, moral, intellectual, and industrial 
education of the children, especially of the 
poor and unfortunate, and the weakling 
classes. The most certain preventive is, the 
early incarnation of good habitsin children, 
which becoming part and parcel of their 
nervous organization are an unconscious 
force when passion, perplexity, or temptation 
tend to make them lose self-control. Little 
can be expected from palliative remedies for 
social diseases so longas this educational 
remedy is not thor oughly carried out, 


WORKINGMEN GETTING EDUCATED, 

A prominent New York manufacturer said 
at a recent meeting in that city: I am a 
Democrat, but I ant a protection Democrat. 
It is not the manufacturers who need protec- 
tion, but the laboring men.“ This is a view 
of the case which did not occur to the work- 
ingmen last fall, but which is beginning to 
impress itself upon them now. They were 
told by the Democratic speakers and papers, 
and by their own leaders, in whom they had 
anatural confidence, that their employers, 
and not they, were getting the benefits of pro- 
tection. They were told that the employers 
were getting rich out of what was designed 
for the employés, and that therefore the wip- 
ing out of protection would not reduce wages, 
but merely lessen excessive profits. 

Believing these statements, and willing to 
punish their employers, the men voted for 
Demovratic candidates, who promised them 
that while their wages should not be touched 
they would be enabled to buy certain classes 
of goods at prices far below what they had 
been paying. Since then the workingmen 
have experienced a change of heart, as the re- 
cent elections show. It has dawned on them 
that perhaps they were mistaken in 1892 and 
that it was not true as they imagined that the 
benefits of protection were hogged by the 
manufacturer. They are beginning to see 
that the manufacturer can get along without 
protection much better than they can—that 
he does not need it at all provided the wages 
he pays are low enough to enable him to com- 
pete with foreign rivais, and that unless wages 
are reduced to that figure he will shut up shop 
and go at something else. 

The workingmen are finding out that when 
certain conditions prevail the manufacturer 
cannot be forced to pay the old rate of wages, 
that no threats of a strike nor a strike itself 
can have the least effect on him. When that 
is the case the employé has to yield. The 
price of iron hus fallen of late to figures 
which make the payment of the old wages an 
im possibility, unless it was true, as the work- 
ingmen were made to believe, that the mun- 
ufacturers had been receiving such enormous 
profits they could stand a reduction in price 
without cutting wages. The determined de- 
mand of the manufacturers for a lower wage 
scale has convinced their employés that in 
that business, at least. the profits had not been 
excessive and that there must be a drop in 


wages if the business is to go on. So the iron- 


workers have just consented to seale down

Workingmen in other industries are discov- 
ering that they were mistaken in their belief 
that the manufacturers made such heavy 
profits that they could sell for lower prices 
without calling for a lower wage-scale, It 
will not be long before they are satisfied that 
they, and not their employers, were the ben- 
eficiaries of protection and that if the latter is 

out they, and not their empivyers, will 
be the sufferers. Then will they keep on vot- 
ing the Democratic ticket? 


GOOD TIMES FOR COLORADO, 

A radical change of sentiment is noticeable 
among the people of Colorado in the last few 
months. Their representative men no longer 
are talking about wading in blood up to the 
bridles of their horses and seceding from the 
Union if not permitted to saddle their silver 
product on a Nation that did not want to keep 
on buying it. They have looked over the sit- 
uation and discovered that they made a mis- 
take in predicting general ruin as a necessary 
consequence of repealing the purchasing 
clause in the Sherman act. They see now 
that they have abundant opportunities outside 
of the silver mines, and that even in silver 
mining there is plenty to be done, it being 
possible to work ata moderate profit many 
of the mines that were closed down three 
months ago. They know that if there were no 
market for silver they still have mines of coal 
and iron, great pockets of petroleum from 
which will be drawn supplies for the whole 
of the central Rocky Mountain region, and 
agricultural resou of no mean order. 

But this is far from being all. There is 
plenty of gold in Colorado, and the Denver 
Republican says the men who are unable to 
find employment in silver mining are turning 
their attention to the gold districts. Pros- 
pecting has brought to light the fact that the 
gold resources of Colorado are very great, a 
point long since made by Tus Trisunz. In 
nearly every part of the State new discoveries 
of gold have been made. There are hundreds 
of prospects that were not known three 
months ago, but which in the course of the 
next few months may be developed sufficient- 
ly to show that they will become large pro- 
ducing mines. The Republican is correct in 
stating that if Colorado can show that itis a 
gold State it will attract capital as readily as 
it did in the most flourishing days ot silver 
mining. There is plenty of capital awaiting 
investment wherever the prospect of a fair re- 
turn is presented, and it will offer itself to 
further the production of gold, because its 
owners know that gold is wanted at par all 
over the civilized world. With equal readi- 
ness it would be invested in the production of 
any other metal that is wanted by purchasers, 
but it is conservative in regard to things for 
which it is difficult to find a paying market, 
and for this it consults the common sense of 
the commercial world. That common sense 
says silver is not worth much more than half 
what it was rated at about twenty years ago, 
while it holds that gold has changed in value 
very little during the time. 

There is room on the market for all the 
gold that can be produced in Colorado for 
many years to come, and capital is ready to 
engage in the production whenever it can be 
shown that the metal exists in paying quanti- 
ties. Already it is moving in that direction, 
and to an extent which is reassuring to those 
of the people of that State who are able to 
read and judge the signs of the times. Mr. 
Jeffery, the President of the Denver and Rio 
Grande railroad, sees them, and admitted the 
fact in a speech recently made by him at a 
real estate banquet near the scene of opera- 
tions. He spoke of the good times coming 
for the people of Colorado, and sustained his 
prediction by the citation of statistics showing 
the increase of traffic on his line since the be- 
ginning of the depression caused by the panic 
of last summer. It is exceedingly probable 
that the facts now being brought into promi- 
nent notice will reconcile the people of that 
section to the inevitable in regard to silver. 
In such case the agitafion for free silver on a 
basis that would badly debase our currency 
will have received its death blow. A few in- 
curables, such as Stewart, Jones, and Bland, 
may continue to mouth in favor of free silver 
coinage on an impossible basis, but the sound, 
solid sense of the country will be withdrawn 
from their support and leave them with no in- 
fluence on the course of events.

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


„Under the City Lamps,” the new play at 
the Alhambra yesterday, proved to be a robust 
example of the middle-class American melo- 
drama which, as it now prevails, is modeled 
closely upon the lines of the old Adelphi pro- 
ductions of London. Leander Richardson, who 
adapted The Nominee” for Nat C. Goodwin, is 
the author of the play. Its story follows conven- 
tional! lines with little deviation from the estab- 
lished course. It is not unlike the familiar old 
plays Lights o' Lohdon and Ticket o’ Leave 
Man. Indeed the author's apologies are made 
in the bill for certain inspirations derived from 
the latter work. Its interest, however, is not as 
human as that which prevails in the plays men- 
tioned and in the light of the present surfeit of 
its class it is not likely to remain as long in pub- 
lic favor. It is true, however, that the author 
has been able to instill inte the play more of the 
New York atmosphere than his predecessors, and 
he has told an intense story in a sturdy and gen- 
erally clean fashion which gives rise to a great 
amount of healthy lung exercise and physically 
forcible acting. its plot does not possess ele 
ments enough of novelty to warrant lengthy de- 
scription. A young man from Arizona with honest 
Western ideas becomes stranded in New York and 
falls into the hands of sharpers and villains. These 
have abducted a blind girl from a rich farmer's 
comfortable home and are holding her for ran- 
som in a New York garret. The interest is 
aroused by the efforts of the Westerner to restore 
the girl, which hé accomplishes after the usual 
vicissitudes. Four acts and a number of tableaux 
are required to put the story before the audience. 
Use is made of some well painted representations 
of familiar localities in New York, notably the 
Little Church Around the Corner and Fulton 
Ferry Slip. A disagreeable and entirely unwar- 
ranted feature is the open slurring of Elbridge T. 
Gerry, the President of the New York Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, who has 
done commendable work in the behalf of under- 
aged and overworked stage children. The more 
is the pity Mr. Gerry has not been able 
to gather into his fold an automaton-like 
little creature in the cast that endeavors to play 
the role of a street child and incidentally to sing 
songs. The cast is composed, as usual, of a hero, 
an abused heroine (in this instance blindness is 
added to her misfortunes), villains, sharpers, in- 
nocent countrymen, policemen, and the inevita- 
ble quartet of singers. It is due the author to 
note that he has not attempted to introduce me- 
chanical devices except in the case of a modest 
representation of a ferry boat. This, however, did 
not detract from the excitement, which grew so 
boisterous at the climax that a fragment of achair 
used by a stalwart policeman to batter down the 
door of a thieves’ den broke in twain and scat- 
tered legs and rungs and wrecked cane seat among 
the occupants of the orchestra, The principals 
in the cast were Charles Canfield, who played the 
role of the hero; Mark Lynch, the chief villain; 
Frank W. Holland, the police inspector; Cath- 
arine Crego, the heroine, and others.

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It the appearance of the Haymarket last 
evening, where the Howard Atheneum company 
appeared, is to be taken as an authority, then it 
is evident that Chicago has followed New York 
and gone crazy over the subject of vaudeville. 
This specialty company isa particular favorite 
with West Side audiences, although it never be- 
fore called out the mass of humanity that jammed 
the Haymarket last night. It deserved the lib- 
eral. patronage, for the company is the 
best of traveling organizations 
given up entirely to vaudeville, and 
this season it has quite outdone its former et- 
forts. Its specialties are amusing to the crowd, 
if they are not edifying to the few, the singing is 
fair, the dancing is excellent, and the trick 
specialties are novel and interesting. Miss Lottie 
Collins, who created “Ta-ra-ra, Boom-de-ay” 
and an independent fortune last season, is one of 
the company this year, and seems to stand in the 
unique position of a star. Her new specialty, 
„Marguerite,“ which is the principal incident 
of a musical sketch done with Albert 
Christian and called “A Naughty Substitute,” 
is not likely to add to her fame. She plays the 
part of a London gaiety dancer who has come to 
a curate’s house to take part in a church enter- 
tainment and succeeds, after shocking him, in 
charming him with her songs and dances. The 
difficulties which beset Miss Collins’ way in the 
new piece are many. It must be admitted that 
she cannot sing and that she is not a graceful 
dancer. It was shown last night that she 
is by no means at ber best when 
speaking dialogue. Ta-ra-ra, Boom-de-ay,” 
it will be remembered, won by the dash and reck- 
lessness and absolute abandon which the dancer 
infused in her work.

The elevation of the Rev. E. T. Dunne to 
the Catholic Bishopric of Dallas, Tex., will 
take place Thursday morning at 10 o'clock 
in the Church of All Saints, Wallace street 
and Twenty-fifth place, of which Father 
Dunne has been pastor during the last nine- 
teen years. The consecration of Father 
Dunne will be performed with all the possible 
solemnity of the Roman Catholic ritual, and 
will be the first to be conferred since 1887.

Arrived at the 
sanctuary the apostolic mandate, promoting 
the priest to the episcopate, is read aloud. 
The oath of obedience and loyalty to the Holy 
See is then administered. In it the Bishop- 
elect binds himself to protect the rights of 
the Roman Catholic Church and to observe all 
its decrees and ordinances. He promises 
to make personally a visit every ten 
years for the purpose of rendering to the Pope 
an account of his pastoral office, or if detained 
in person to send an accredited representa- 
tive. He promises finally to preserve the pos- 
sessions of the church, and not to alienate 
them without apostolic consent. The Bishop- 
elect is subjected to rigid examination as to 
the dogmas of the church and the prudence 
and judgment which should be observed in the 
exercise of his office. The examination being 
concluded the Bishop-elect receives the pec- 
toral cross, is clothed with the ular episco- 
pal vestments, and simultaneously with the 
consecrator begins the mass. After a portion 
of the mass has been read they all prostrate 
themselves while the litanies are chanted. 
The Bishop-elect now kneels before the con- 
secrator, who imposes hands upon him, pray- 
ing that he may receive the holy spirit. The 
assistant Bishops do likewise. This is regard- 
ed as the essential part of the ceremony, and 
to those understanding its full import is a 
most interesting and touching scene,

Bread 
and wine are offered by the Bishop-elect to 
the consecrator, which signifies the oblation 
of his life and labors to the duties of the epis- 
copate, The crosier is also blessed and pre- 
sented to him, after which he is led by the as- 
sistant Bishops to aspecially prepared throne, 
and immediately the Te Deum is chanted b 
the choir and all the assembled priests and prel- 
ates. The new-made Bishop is now led in 
procession through the church, dispensing his 
blessing on either side as he ‘proceeds. The 
mass is then concluded, the kiss of peace ex- 
changed, and the ceremony, which lasts usu- 
ally about two hours, is completed. 

Father Dunne, since his appointment, has 
been the recipient of many beautiful and 
costly presents. Two handsome crosiers have 
been given him, one by the Rt.-Rev. P. A 
Feehan of Chicago and the other by Bishop 
Ryan of Alton.

Printed Circular Demanding a Division of 
the Funds Distributed in Baltimore, 

Battimore, Md., Nov. 26.—[Special.]~A 
printed eiteular which is understood to have 
been prepared under the direction of Cardi- 
nal Gibbons will he distributed among Catho- 
lics and Protestants during the present week. 
Its object is to feel the public pulse With ref. 


_erence to the distribution of the public school 


money biennially given to the schools in the 
State. In this circular the plea is made that 
while Catholics are not oppesed to public 
schools so far as they impart a good secular 
education they believe that instruction in re- 
ligion is also necessary. The demand is made 
that the law be so changed that parents who 
prefer to send their children to parochial 
schools will not be deprived of bene- 
fits to be derived from the taxes paid, by 
them to sustain the schools, but that the fund 
be fairly distributed among all. denommina- 
tional schools. As there are scarcely any de- 
nominational schools excepting the Catholic 
in this State the parcchial school alone would 
benefit. A bill will be offered in the next 
Legislature in accordance with the above. It 
is understood that the circular was inspired 
by Mgr. Satolli and that similar appeals will 
be made to the authorities and citizens in 
other large cities. 


NEW ORLEANS WOMEN ENTER POLITICS. 


They Organize to Make a Crusade Against 
the Liquor Element. 


New Orveans, La., Nov. 26.—[Special.]— 
The women of Louisiana have gone into poli- 
tics. About three weeks ago the Woman’s 
club joined forces with the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, and protested to the 
city against the rapidity with which licenses 
are being issued for bar-rooms. Mayor Fitz- 
patrick graciously, received the ladies, read 
their document, and quietly pigeon-holed 
it. The Woman's club called a mass-meet- 
ing of women to consider the question, 
and they organized permanently yesterday 
for the purpose of going into an active cam- 
paign against liquor. Some of the leadin 
society women in New Orleans are at the hea 
of the crusade. Resolutions indorsing the 
movement have been received from nearly 
every woman’s association in the State. The 
labor organizations yesterday resolved to fol- 
low the lead of the women and as the labor- 
ing element has been one of the mainstays of 
the present municipal administration its ac- 
tion has considerable significance.

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‘pers CZAR AT | AT FREDENSBORG. 


e eee the Life of Den- 
mark’s Imperial and Royal Relatives. 
New York Herald: TheCzar and his fam- 


ily have just returned to St. Petersburg from | 


their annual summer holiday at the Castle of 
Fredensborg, near Copenhagen, one of the 
residences of the King and Queen of Den- 
mark. It is at Fredensborg that the 
Czar, once the béte noir of Europe, 
now acknowledged to be a very human 
and kindly, if autocratic, man loves to 
spend his summer holidays, and there, all re- 
ports agree, he has this year enjuyed himself 
more than ever. It was in Fredensborg that 
he has been able to read all about the splendid 
welcome given to Admiral Avelan and his 
naval officers at Toulon and Paris, and from 
where he has directed every movement of his 
officers in Paris, every speech delivered by 
his representatives, every mission sent to Eu- 
ropean courts with the message that the Fran- 
— entente did not mean war, but 


Pit is is of interest to read about the Czar’s life 
at Fredensborg, when, freed from the cares of 
state, he gives himself entirely up to the en- 
joyment of family life. It is to Fredensborg, 
as a recent writer says, that the autocrat of 
hundreds of millions hies, exhausted from the 
pursuits of the assassin, whither his trem- 
bling consort hurries in search of peace and 
safety by her mother’s side; whither a noble 
lady, borne down with inexpressible grief 
over the terrible loss of her firstborn in the 
flower of his promising youth, journeys for 
similar consolation in her awful affliction, and 
whither also a host of crowned heads, with 
Princes and Princesses without end, comes in 
search of that peaceful happiness and content- 
ment which are denied them at home, 

The royal party at Fredensborg is not consid- 
ered complete till the Czar and Czarina make 
their appearance in ee with their 
well-known tall body Cossack on the box, 
and quite an army of servants and attendants 
also arrives, their number being not far short 
of 200. Imagine only the meals which have 
to be served—the —— china, and linen re- 
quired! Among the guests at the castle this 
summer were the Emperor and Empress of 
Russia, King Oscar of Sweden, the King and 
Queen of Greece, the Prinee and Princess 
of Wales, with the Princesses Victoria 
and Maud; the Duke and Duchess 
of Cumberland, the Grand Duke and 
Grand Duchess Viadimir of Russia, the Grand 
Duke Michael, the Compte de Paris and the 
Duc d@’Orléans, the Landgravine of Hasse, 
with her daughter Sibyl, designated as the 
bride of the Czarowitz, with some twenty 
other minor Princes and Princesses. Through- 
out the chateau the names of the occupants 
appear at the doors. On one we read, 
Alexandra, Princess. of Wales.“ The 
Princess Victoria and Maud, like the rest of 
their numerous youthful cousins, have a bed- 
room betweén them. 

A Copenhagen paper gives some interesting 
details of the life at Fredensborg. The royal 

rty generally rise early and breakfast at 8. 
Then a constitutional is taken in castle park. 
At 10 the Czar retires to his apartments to 
work. At 1 o’clock they lunch together, and 
at 7 in the eveuing there is a family dinner in 
the Cupola saloon, to which some guests are 

generally invited. During the dinner either 

e band of the Royal Guards plays or the one 
of eighty men belonging to the royal yacht 
Polestar. At 10tea is taken in the Queen’s 
apartments, and the Queen, who is an excel- 
lent musician, generally plays with her 
daughter, the Empress of Russia. 

This program is only changed Sundays. 
On this day the Russian imperial couple go by 
special train to Copenhagen to attend divine 
service in the Russian Church, and the Prin- 
cess of Wales goes by the sametrain tothe En- 
glish Church. The illustrious guests then gen- 
erally take lunch on the yacht Polestar and 
return about 4 to Fredensborg. 

Every day when the weather is fine long ex- 
cursions are made around Fredensborg. The 
Czar generally takes the initiative in all these 
excursions and drives and is nearly always 
surrounded by a crowd of little Russian, 
Greek, and Danish Princes and Princesses, 
who adore their uncle Alexander. Sometimes 
he enters u confectioner’s shop with them ora 
toy shop and lets them choose what they like, 
to their great delight and that of the proprie- 
tor. 

The Czar lives very simply. He walks 
about the streets of the town plainly dressed, 
accompanied only oy ‘the royal Princesses. 
He enters the first shop he may happen to 
pass, either to make purchases or to take 
some refreshments. This has made the Czar 
very lar in Copenhagen. ‘As usual the 
Czar made a considerable number of pur- 
chases at the jewelry shops and given Danish 
artists large orders. The jewelry is intended 
mostly for presents, especially among the 
police. The latter have during the Czar’s 
stay a very hard time of it, as they have to 
wach sharply every stranger, and all ships 
and railway trains have to be oo el | ex- 
amined. The pr compe ae police would not 
be able to do all this without the assistance of 
the Russian secret police agents who are there 
are the Czar’s visit. 

ite of this, however, his visit is always 
staal with the greatest pleasure in police 
circles. for their trouble is richly repaid by 
the large sums of money given them, and the 
valuable presents, such as rings, scarfpins, 
watches, and chains. Twicea week the Czar's 
courier arrives from St. Petersburg, and on 
these evenings the Czar works till late at 
night. Pedestrians in Fredensborg can then 
see the light burning nearly all night in the 
Czar’s room, and know that it is the autocrat 
of all the Russias who is governing his mighty 
empire from this little room. The little 
tel h office at Fredensborg is not closed, 
but is ike whole night at the Czar’s disposal. 

Fredensborg is about half an hour's railroad 
journey from Copenhagen. In earlier days, 
when King Christian had fewer royal sons and 
daughters-in-law, the family gatherings used 
to be at the neighboring schloss ot Bernstorff. 
But it was found to be too small for these an- 
nual gatherings. and so Fredensborg was se- 
lected. Even Fredensborg is too small and a 
considerable number of attendants have to 
camp out in the park during the sojourn. 
The Czar is deeply attached to Fredensborg. 
He loves even his old Fredensborg writing 
table, standing aslant betore the window of 
the courtyard, and in front of which the 
Czarina, with her work-box, is always found.” 


JOWLER LAID LOW FOR MUCH BITING.

Retail dealers in investment bonds have 
had an extremely active trade. But until the 
last week that demand haa not been reflected 
prominently in the public market, A demand 
for bonds seldom is fully reflected at a 
stock exchange, but the investment demand 
has now gone outside of bonds and ex- 
tended to ‘first-class dividend-paying stocks. 
That demand has been especially noticeable in 
Wall street, where there has been material ad- 
vance in the old-time dividend payers like 
the Chicago and Northwestern and other 
Vanderbilt stocks. In the local stock market 
there has been good inquiry for bonds and some 
marked advances. There has also been trading 
on ah extensive scale in issues that have long 
lain dormant. The chief investment activity has 
been found at the counters of dealers. The sup- 
ply which such dealers usually keep on hand has 
now been practically exhausted, and there are 
already signs of the investors being driven into 
the open market. 

There is every reason for this demand for in- 
vestment securities. Idle money is accumulating 
on every hand. In New York the accumulation 
has reached, vast proportions. The associated 
banks of New York now hold more than $70,000, - 
000 reserve in excess of the legal requirements, 
and that excess reserve and deposits are increas- 
ing rapidly every week, with but small corre- 
sponding increase in loans. There is reason to 
‘believe that this increase will continue for some 
time. For several weeks New York exchauge 
has been at 80c premium in Chicago, which 
means that a constant stream of currency has 
been flowing from this center towards the East. 
If that is true at this season it is pretty certain 
to still be true well into January atleast, for at 
that time the natural current is toward the East. 
Some observers of the situation believe that the 
New York banks will pile up $100,000,- 
000 in excess of the legal ro- 
serve before the present accumulation of money 
there ceases. This, of course, means exceedingly 
easy rates. Money is already about as cheap as 
it possibly could be there, call loans being fre- 
quently made at 1 per cent and time loans as low 
as 4 percent. In the local money market there is an 
ample supply of funds at 5 per cent, although many 
borrowers are still paying more than that. Banks 
are not showing much restiveness under the ac- 
cumulation here. Probably for the last week or two 
loans have increased as niuch as deposits have, and 
there is no more idle money here now than there 
was a fortnight ago. 

As seen from this point there has been distinct im- 
provement in the commercial situation. Seasonable 
winter weather has been an important factor in 
bringing this about, but there is even improvement 
aside from that. There is an improvement in col- 
lectiona, too, aud everything in connection with the 
commercial situation indicates that matters througb- 
out the country are gradually westing back into 
a healthy condition. A point to which atten- 
tion has been called several times before 
comes out more and more prominently 
in connection with commercial outlook. 
It is that nowhere is there an accumulation of 
manufactured products, and that with a revival of 


demand there is quickly a sympathette revival in in- 
dustrial affairs. It indicates that we are to bavea
